of rest and worship is written into the constitu-

The Revised Standard 
Version Bible 


“ ATAN IS SUBTLE with his devices, so very 
subtle that often the very ones he uses are 
. unaware that they are instruments in his 
-. hand. It was so when Satan prompted 
- Job’s wife to urge him to curse God and 
>.» die. It was so when Peter attempted to re- 
strain Jesus ‘from going to Jerusalem to be crucified. It is 
evidently so in the case of the Revised Standard Version 
of the Bible today. Many of the less charitable evangelical 
Bible students are confident that the revisers are not the 
unwitting agents of error, but that they are well aware 
of the destruction of Christian faith the Revised Stand- 
ard Version will bring about—and is bringing about al- 
ready. Regardless of what their motives are, these mod- 
ernistic scholars who have sought to replace the King 
James Version Bible with a new one are part and parcel 
of a terrible scheme to divest Christ of His deity and 
make Him a blatant fraud. 

The newspapers and magazines of both the religious 
and secular press have been filled with the controversy 
concerning the R.S.V. since its publication last fall. It 
was the hope of the revision committee that their prod- 
uct would become the accepted Bible in the minds of the 
people instead of the King James Version. They have 
been disappointed in this ambition, to say the least. 
Evangelical Christianity has in this instance asserted its 
strength and unity by denouncing this work of liberalis- 
tic scholarship. As one voice, believers in the divine in- 
spiration of the Scriptures have spoken out against this 
new version and have revealed amazing solidarity in 
their unwillingness to use it. 

This is not to say that the Revised Standard Version 
is without any merit. There is no question but that it is 
an excellent help in studying the Bible—but it certainly 
cannot be considered as the Bible itself. It is a help in 
Bible study because many scriptures in the seventeenth 
century King James language that are hard to under- 
stand become very clear in the modern language of the 
R.S.V. For example, James 3:1 in the King James Version 
says, “My brethren, be not many masters, knowing that 
we shall receive the greater condemnation,” and is re- 
vised to read, “Let not many of you become teachers, my 
brethren, for you know that we who teach shall be judged 
with greater strictness.” (The Greek word didaskalos 
which means “teacher” was translated “master” in 1611, 
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for “master” then meant “teacher.”) Whereas, Hosea 
4:18 in the King James Version says, “Their drink is sour: 
they have committed whoredom continually: her rulers 
with shame do love, Give ye,” the Revised Version reads, 
“A band of drunkards, they give themselves to harlotry; 
they love shame more than their glory.” Other compari- 
sons of the two versions would only serve to show that 
the modern expressions of the Revised Standard Version 
are more readily understood than the archaic expressions 
of the King James Versicn. This naturally makes the 
Revised Version an aid of some profit in the study of the 
Bible, but the hope of the revisers that it should become 
the accepted and commonly used Bible is ridiculous. 


THE GREATEST STORM of protest concern- 
ing the R.S.V. is their substitution of the words “young 
woman” for “virgin” in Isaiah 7:14. This is one of the 
Old Testament scriptures declaring the virgin birth of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. To change the word “virgin” to 
“young woman” is a crafty maneuver, for by that one 
change the virgin birth of Christ is denied and the validi- 
ty of the New Testament is undermined. It is argued by 
some defenders of R.S.V. that actually it does not deny 
the virgin birth of Christ because Mary is called a virgin 
in Luke 1:27, and Matthew 1:22, 23, in quoting Isaiah, 
says, “All this took place to fulfill what the Lord had 
spoken by the prophet: ‘Behold a virgin shall conceive 
and bear a son, and his name shall be called Immanuel’ 
(which means God with us).” Does this not prove that 
the Revised Standard Version accepts the virgin birth of 
Christ? It certainly does not. The key to the entire prob- 
lem rests with Isaiah 7:14. 

The problem of the virgin birth as it is cutlined by the 
liberals and the higher critics is rather a complex one. A 
careful reading of their literature makes it clear 
what they believe concerning this. Here is the situation as 
higher criticism outlines it. Isaiah wrote, “Therefore the 
Lord himself will give you a sign. Behold, a young woman 
Shall conceive and bear a son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel.” This Hebrew scripture stood in this manner 
until the time of the Septuagint. The Septuagint, you will 
recall, was the first translation of the Old Testament 
from its original Hebrew into Greek. Seventy-two trans- 
lators from Jerusalem made this translation from the 
Hebrew into the Greek in Alexandria, Egypt, in 288 to 
247 B.C. In the Septuagint the words “young woman” 
were mistakenly changed to “virgin.” The Septuagint 
continued with this error until New Testament times. 
When Matthew and Luke wrote their Gospels they were 
aware that in the Septuagint Isaiah had prophesied that 
a virgin should conceive and bear a son called Immanuel. 
In order for Jesus to be accepted as Immanuel He must 
fulfill this scripture, which meant that He must have 
been virgin born. Therefore, they actually did write that 
He was born of a virgin, but they did so-only in order to 
comply with Isaiah’s statement. According to this explan- 
ation of higher criticism there never would have been a 
doctrine of the virgin birth if the Septuagint had not 
erroneously changed “young woman” into “virgin.” Thus, 
in the Revised Standard Version we find this situation: 
Matthew and Luke boldly declare the virgin birth of Je- 
sus Christ because they actually did write that. However, 
they did so on the grounds of an error that they accepted 
as truth. Yet the revision committee has corrected what 
it calls this Septuagint error and has made Isaiah 7:14

Ge THIS SERMON, I have sought to stress four 


A Christian must have a pattern by which to live. 


Sitting across the table from me is my wife cro- 
cheting a very beautiful doily. And as I look, I am 
convinced it is much too complicated for me to under- 
take. But she is busily working away, content in the task 
before her, with her fingers making a thousand and one 
moves, weaving in and out, over and under, while all 
the time the doily is becoming larger and more beautiful. 

The second thought that occurs to me is rather sober- 
ing: suppose she would make a mistake and do it all 
wrong, so that it would be useless? Then it would simply 
mean a complete waste of time and material. The third 
thought helps to remove the anxiety of the second, for 
lying on her lap is a pattern book that has explained 
every crook and turn that her deft fingers must make. 
She has the pattern before her. There can be no real 
Christian living without a “workable knowledge” of a 
“rightly divided” Bible. 

The captain would not set sail without a compass; the 
carpenter would not undertake to build without a blue- 
print or drawing; the printer constantly refers to his 
proofs of the job to make sure it is accurate and up to 
the standard in quality. A Christian must use his Bible 
as a standard of living for his life. 


A real Christian will not be bought. 


In the pattern book we may find an individual who 
stands head and shoulders above the average, when it 
comes to staying straight and, at the same time, walking 
straight to his goal. I refer to Joseph and the life he 
lived while in Egypt. In a popular cartoon strip of today 
there is a character who is the professional “fixer” of his 
community. He makes his availability known by the sign 
“IT can be had for a price.” Many can be had for a price,

but not Joseph of Egypt, nor the real Christian of the 
twentieth century. 

Like Joseph in Egypt, we live in an environment that is 
essentially hostile to our true Christian convictions. (If 
this is not true in your life as a Christian, it is because 
you have not declared your convictions.) Our principles 
frequently come at cross purposes with those of men of 
the world, and, as a result, we must suffer the conse- 
quences. Sometimes these consequences are like being 
sold down into Egypt. Any Christian who takes a firm and 
definite stand for holiness of life will sooner or later find 
himself at a disadvantage in this cruel age. 

Like Joseph, it hasn’t been of our choosing that we are 
in such a predicament. Sometimes, in our weaker mo- 
ments, we resent our disadvantage. But coming to our- 
selves, we see that it is only what we should normally 
expect, and what we should actually appreciate in the 
light of its indication of our standing in the faith cf our 
fathers. Standing with the saved of the earth means 
standing largely alone, because the saved are those who 
have the experience of salvation and the hope of a better 
world, a world whose environment will not be hostile to 
a Christian. 

Joseph never seemed to forget that he was a stranger 
in a strange land, no matter how greatly he became in- 
volved in the life around him. This lent a distinction to 
each act, and raised it from the realm of the insignifi- 
cant. He lived greatly thereby. 

The twentieth century finds our Gentile world powers, 
like ancient Egypt, fast disintegrating. Where the poly- 
theism of Karnack and the atheism of the Hyksos tore 
Egypt into shreds of oppcsition, we are torn into shreds 
by the numerous religious sects of today, with modern- 
ism, the big baby born to this scientific age, predominat- 
ing. Every soul and every circumstance is crying for a 
salvation of which it isn’t consciously aware. 

What every real Christian needs to see is that the 
world of tcday, torn as it is, is fraught with possibilities 
when it is interpreted in relation to our distinctive quali- 
ty of faith in God. Joseph would never have been him- 
self if he had had no Egypt. Likewise, our own character 
will not stand out until we have met the world, the flesh, 
and the devil head on and are still on our feet with our 
face in the right direction. The darker the night, the bet- 
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ter we appreciate the sunrise. After the storm comes the 
rainbow, a sign that God keeps His word, a God who said, 
“I will never leave thee.” Do you know anything more 
beautiful than a rainbow? 


A true Christian must deal with the major problem of 
selfishness. 

Our ego (the almighty I) must be suppressed if the light 
of Christ is to shine through us. We are not to make self- 
ish demands on life. Our purpose will not be our own ad- 
vancement or profit. We shall never be big until we have 
conquered self and taught him that he is to be a servant 
to others. 

A man void of selfishness will be a meek man. Meekness 
is not a popular virtue in these modern days when the 
Golden Rule has been paraphrased to read, “Do unto the 
other fellow before he does unto you.” In the place of 
self-sacrifice, we often find pride, self-assertion, anger, 
and pushfulness. 

A meek man is not a weak man. Weakness is yielding 
to our nature. Meekness is mastery over it. The meek 
man is the one who has gotten himself out of the center 
of the picture. Meekness must be consistent with abound- 
ing vitality, energetic pursuit of a purpose, and a detes- 
tation of hypocrisy, sham, and inhumanity. Meekness is 
the opposite of self-assertion and vindictiveness. A meek 
man will fight, but he will choose the right weapon. 

Abraham Lincoln said, in a presidential election ad- 
dress, “I know there is a God and that He hates injustice 
and slavery. I see the storm coming, and I know His hand 
is in it. If He has a place and work for me, and I believe 
He has, I am ready. I.am nothing, but truth is every- 
thing.” Lincoln could be terrible, but not in self-defence. 
Florence Nightingale could fight like a tigress for her 
wounded. These two were meek in a Christian sense. They 
had forgotten themselves. 

The world despises the Christian who will not push 
and fight for position; yet, they are often afraid of them. 
There is a strength as the strength of ten because the 
heart is pure. When Jesus stood before Pilate, armed in 
meekness, it was Pilate who was distressed. When Daniel 
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“Know ye not 
that the unright- 
eous shall not in- 


herit the kingdom 
of God?” 





was placed in the lions’ den, it was the king who spent a 
sleepless night. 

Strength is something more than the trampling of 
others into the dust that we may have a clear road. The 
man who is really self-forgetful and devoted to the serv- 
ices of God knows the secret of heroism and strength. 


IV 


Teamwork is essential to success. 

Thus far I have spoken only concerning the individual 
Christian with his conflicts and trials, but now I must 
speak of teamwork. Joseph, in Egypt, was alone; but we 
are surrounded with a “host of witnesses” who are en- 
deavoring to promote the program of Christ, too. We are 
not living in a Robinson Crusoe world. 

I know a boy that used to play basketball in his school 
days. He was not a flashy player, never doing anything 
outstanding that would single him out for special honors, 
but he was especially good at teamwork. In that respect 
he was just as valuable to the team as the one who made 
the baskets. The same is true in other sports, business, 
work, etc. Where there is more than one person involved, 
there can be no success without teamwork. 

In church work there is the pastor, the assistant, the 
Sunday School superintendent, the young people’s leader, 
the teachers, officers, and trustees. Without teamwork 
here there will be lost motion, lost motion that may re- 
sult in the loss of some soul, a soul whose blood may be on 
the hands of some selfish, egotistical person who blocked 
the progress of the church through a lack of teamwork. 

There are two teams on the field today, one from heav- 
en and the other from hell. Christ is the Captain of one; 
Satan is the captain of the other. The ball is the souls 
of the lost. Satan’s team has the ball. Let’s do teamwork 
on Christ’s team and bring in the ball.

HE WORD “FATHER” means more than a 
male parent by birth or adoption; it also 
means the originator of things by produc- 
tion, and it is in this manner we wish to 
speak. God is the Originator and the Pro- 
ducer of every living thing. Therefore, it 
makes Him the Father of all life, or living things. 

For, “in the beginning God created the heaven and the 
earth” (Genesis 1:1), and then He said, “Let the earth 
bring forth grass, the herb yielding seed, and the fruit 
tree yielding fruit after his kind” (Genesis 1:11); and 
after God had made and fixed the constellations of heav- 
en (Genesis 1:21), He created great whales and every liv- 
ing creature, making Him the Father of all living. 

“And the Lord God formed man of the dust of the 
ground.” Thus was man formed and created. He was a 
man, but was as a dead man, not having life in him. He 
remained in that lifeless condition until God “breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; and man became a 
living soul.” 

Therefore, we should be very careful with our lives and 
souls, for we did not attain either of ourselves. We have 
them because the Father of Life gave them to us, and if 
He gave them to us as it pleased Him, He can take them 
away at His own pleasure. Samuel recognized that fact 
when he said, in 1 Samuel 2:6, “The Lord killeth and 
maketh alive. He bringeth down to the grave and bring- 
eth up.” Job, after all of his trials and temptations of the 
devil, realized this wonderful truth when he stated, “The 
Lord giveth and the Lord taketh away, blessed be the 
name of the Lord.” 

Life itself, and the propagation of life, is a mystery to 
the world. But to us who know the Giver of Life, it is more 
than a mere mystery. It is a gift of God. That makes men 
and the souls of men a reality, and while we have this 
wonderful thing called life, we have hope in the future. 
Like David, in 2 Samuel 12:21, 22, as long as his child was 
alive, he fasted and prayed, wept and said, “Who can tell 
whether God will be gracious to me, that the child may

live?” for we can be conscious of the presence of the 
Lord. Job said (Job 27:3, 4), “While.my breath is in me, 
and the spirit of God is in my nostrils; my lips shall not 
speak wickedness, nor my tongue utter deceit.” Jesus told 
the devil in his temptation on the mount that man did 
not live by bread alone but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God. God gave His Son, and in the 
Son there is life, and it is the light of men. 

In 1 John 5:11, 12, John says, “This is the record, that 
God hath given to us eternal life, and this life is in the 
Son. He that hath the Son hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life.” God giveth life through 
His Son. John 3:16, “For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have everlasting life.” “In him 
we LIVE, and move, and have our being,” Acts 17:28. 


PAUL tells us in Colossians 3:3 that “ye are 
dead, and your life is hid with Christ in God.” And if we 
are in Christ when the Lord comes back, and descends 
from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel and with the trump of God, the dead in Christ will 
rise first. Then we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the clouds to meet the 
Lord in the air. So shall we ever be with the Lord. Colos- 
sians 3:4, “When Christ, who is our life, shall appear, 
then shall ye also appear with him in glory.” And in this 
dispensation God gave life, and that life is in the Son, 
and our life is hid with Christ in God, who is the Giver 
of all good and perfect gifts. 

The Father gave to the human race a more abundant 
life than He did to His other creation. He gave life unto 
the grass inasmuch as it can be green and bring forth 
fruit, and the trees of the forest, that they may grow and 
produce fruit after their kind, but they cannot move or 
propel themselves with the life that was given to them, as 
Paul explained to the Greeks on Mars Hill, in Acts 17:23- 
28. 

Paul declared that He wanted to declare unto them 
God the Father of and Giver of life. In verse 24 he told 
them how God made the world and all the things therein, 
and that made Him Lord of heaven and earth, who dwell- 
eth not in temples made with hands. Therefore, in verse 
25 he explains how God giveth to all life, and breath, and 
all things. 

He hath made of one blood all nations, and have set 
their bounds. But we, as children of His creation, and be-

">? Y THE FEELING of compassion, one person 
- is able to identify himself with the needs 
-. of another. Usually, compassion is thought 
’ of in terms of suffering. When you see an- 
other fellow suffering in need, there moves 
within you the overwhelming feeling that 
makes his suffering your own. It is then 
that actually fellowship with the feelings of others be- 
comes a part of your life. The intenseness of this exper- 
ience is seen in Webster’s definition of the word: “Lit- 
erally, to suffer with another.” 

Have you ever watched while a dear friend was going 
through the mortal torment of physical suffering? As the 
intensity of it brings the expression of anguish to the 
face, it is only when you begin to feel that that suffering 
is yours, when you actually begin to suffer yourself, are 
you moved to do something to alleviate it. Often there is 
nothing more you can do except cry, “My God, have 
mercy!” Yet that is done as the expression from the 
depth of a sincere soul. 

Jesus did not limit His feeling of compassion to His 
friends. The need of the world touched His heart, and He 
identified Himself with suffering humanity that thereby 
He might become its Deliverer. One of the comforting 
characteristics of the nature of Jesus is the fact that He 
is concerned about our physical welfare. It is no small 
thing that Jesus said, “Are not two sparrows sold for a 
farthing? and one of them shall not fall on the ground 
without your Father. ... ye are of more value than many 
sparrows.” This is indicative of how Christ feels about 
us. Feeling this way, He is concerned about our suffering. 
His concern moves Him to helpfulness. 

It is the over-all suffering of humanity that affects 
Jesus. The story of the leper in Mark 1:41 is a represen- 
tative presentation of the need of humanity. As the leper 
kneeled before Christ and appealed to His will, the whole 
human race was kneeling before Christ. As the compas- 
sion of Jesus moved Him to heal the leper, even so the 
compassion of Jesus moves Him to care for the needs of 
us all. Some believe they must face death before they can 
believe God for a miracle. Others believe it is only by some 
magical formula of words or mental manipulations that 
one can emotionally intensify himself to the place he 
can make a point of contact with that which will produce 
the compassion of God. God then, and only then, will 
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move to help. 

The glory of our relationship with Christ is that we can 
live by faith every day. It was the everyday living ex- 
perience that inspired the poet as he wrote the words: 

Living by faith in Jesus above, 
Trusting, confiding in His great love; 
From all harm safe in His sheltering arm, 
I’m living by faith and feel no alarm. 

This relationship can be carried into all experiences of 
life. In death, when all other help is gone, Jesus never 
fails. Bereavement is made easier when Jesus is there. He 
might not speak the word that restores to life as He did 
for the son of the widow of Nain, yet the words He spoke 
to her on that day, “Weep not,” are just as meaningful. 
Did He not say, “I am the way, the truth, and the life”? 
It is true that death will take its horrible toll, yet it is in 
Christ that death becomes meaningful. It was Christ who 
said, “I am come that ye might have life, and have it 
more abundantly.” 


YET, IT IS when we see the multitudes as 
Jesus saw them that we realize the true nature of Christ. 
Here they were weak and fainting, scattered about as 
sheep without a shepherd. They were hopelessly lost 
without a leader. Having nowhere to turn for help, they 
fainted in their own helplessness. This can be a picture 
of how God sees the spiritual destitution of the world 
even now. People needing spiritual help always break the 
heart of Jesus. As this multitude stirred His compassion 
toward them, even so the moral depravity of the world 
moves God to the utmost of His being to bring about a 
revival. ; 

Here Christ went to the limit of His ability to help 
them. He offered them deliverance, but many refused. 
This refusal caused Him to cry out in anguish, “Ye would 
not come to me that you might have life.” And we see a 
realistic picture of the truly Suffering Servant as He 
stands above the city of Jerusalem and weeps. It is the 
cry of utter dejection that says, “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou that killest the prophets, and stonest them which 
are sent unto thee, how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gathereth her chickens

GROWTH OF LANGUAGES 

When the Babelites scattered with their individual fam- 
ilies to settle in remote valleys and on far-flung rivers 
and plains and seashores and, eventually, on the islands 
of the seas, they retained the separate tongues given 
them at the tower. Since every child would speak the 
language of its father, from generation to generation ad 
infinitum, many languages, vocabularies and dialects 
were developed. Conceivably all languages would be simi- 
lar and akin. Philology asserts that from a common 
source came the aleph, beth, gimel of Hebrew; the alif, 
ba, ta of Arabic; the alpha, beta, gamma of Greek; the 
A B C’s of Latin and its derivatives, etc. There is no 
greater miracle recorded in God’s Word than this phe- 
nomenal origin of language. How wondrously doth every 
tongue manifest the intelligence and greatness of God! 
Every spoken syllable (from the gutturals of the savage 
to the eloquence of the orator), every written character 
(from the hieroglyphics of Egypt to the type you now 
read) radiate the glory of God. On the subject of lar.- 
guage, even the skeptics must acknowledge Him: 

Otto Jesperson, Ph.D., Hon. Litt.D., LL.D., one time 
Professor of English in the University of Copenhagen, 
Denmark, has this to say in the Encyclopaedia Britanni- 
ca, Vol. 13, page 702: “On the ultimate origin of language 
speculation has been rife, more, however, among philoso- 
phers than among philologists, who have very often been 
too matter-of-fact to take interest in this problem. Some 
scholars see the insufficiency of the usual theories, and 
giving up all attempts at explaining it in a natural way 
fall back on the religious belief that the first language 
was directly given to the first men by God through a 
miracle.” 

THE RESULTS 

Since one universal language was the original plan of 
God, and because it was human rebellion that brought 
about diverse tongues, the results must inevitably be con- 
fusing and unpleasant. Inability to understand one’s 
speech breeds suspicion and mistrust, which, in the course 
of time, gender disputations and war. Men constantly en- 
deavor to remedy this situation by creating a universal 
language, e.g., Esperanto, Volapuk, Ido, etc., which would 
do much to eliminate confusion and misunderstanding in

our international parliaments. Diplomats from all coun- 
tries try to settle on a common tongue of communication, 
which has only recently swung in popularity from French 
to English—that the barriers of translation might be 
eliminated. Complete unity of nations will be debarred 
until the time when once again “. . . the whole earth is 
of one language and one speech.” 

UNITY RESTORED 

Scripture: Acts 2:1-6. 

Almost 2,300 years later (accepting Usher’s chronology), 
something equally miraculous happened. Another group 
was gathered in a common cause: “... they were all with 
ONE accord in ONE place.” Their unity paralleled that 
of the Babelites, and they were certain of greater suc- 
cess—because they penetrated the heavens with prayer 
and praise rather than stone and mortar. 

Before we discuss Pentecost fully (next week), let us 
consider its preludes and portents which occurred spo- 
radically during the intervening twenty-three centuries. 


OLD TESTAMENT 

Throughout the books of the Old Testament there are 
allusions and direct references to the forthcoming bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost and its phenomenon of tongues. 
One particular incident will serve to show the employ- 
ment of pre-Pentecostal manifestations. The Babylonian 
king, Belshazzar, in his heyday, designed a banquet of 
such magnitude as to overawe his prince-guests and to 
sate his own ego-depraved mind. When enough wine had 
been swilled, and he felt particularly reckless, to further 
amaze his servile plaudits, Belshazzar dared profane the 
house of Gcd by drinking from its golden vessels. The 
doomed revelers drank their blasphemous wine from His 
sanctified vessels and taunted Him more by praising 
their gods of gold, silver, brass, iron, wood and stone. 

Then—suddenly!—a moving hand wrote in bold ma- 
jestic strokes along the wall: MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 
UPHARSIN. This was a language that neither scholar, 
magician, ncr traditionalist could interpret. The entire 
group of merrymakers was stunned to awed and fright- 
ened silence. It was remembered that there was a Jew in 
Babylon “in whom is the spirit of the living gods”—Dan- 
iel. These were pagans who were not converted to mono- 
theistic Judaism, but they did recognize the presence of 
the Holy Spirit of our living God. Daniel miraculously 
read the writing. Just as the Holy Ghost wrote the mes-

sage, so did the Holy Ghost use Daniel for the interpre- 
tation. Both the writing and the reading are equally 
Spirit-inspired. 

The Old Testament contains many other such presages 
of the coming Baptism—and tempted as we are to fur- 
ther discuss them, we realize this cannot be an exhaustive 
treatise on pre-Pentecostal manifestations. However, you 
are urged to study Joel 2 in this connection. 

NEW TESTAMENT 

Luke 4:1, “And Jesus being full of the Holy Ghost... 
was led by the Spirit .. .” Although there had been vari- 
ous occasions of the Holy Spirit upon men, Jesus was the 
first to be filled with the Holy Spirit in the manner of 
the Pentecostal outpouring (John 3:34). 

It seems strange that He would lapse into a foreign 
language when speaking to a dead child (Mark 5:41) un- 
less we understand it as a direct summons, Talitha cumi, 
from the power of the Spirit within Him. Even the calibre 
of His carnal intelligence would not permit His indul- 
gence in jargon. The entire incident bespeaks decadence 
from His normally precise and dignified vernacular un- 
less its spiritual significance be understood. 

It is true that occasionally a dying alien will revert to 
his native tongue: because it exerts less effort and 
thought from a strained and weakened body. This lapse 
usually occurs during the last hours of life, when a man’s 
mind wonders back to his childhood land and speech. The 
Eloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani of Jesus on the cross cannot 
be thus explained. At the time of His crucifixion He still 
spoke the language He had always spoken. These words 
(Mark 5:34) were not weak and languid, but were spoken 
with a tremendous burst of power—as if some inner force 
had spoken them. It was conjectured that He cried for 
Elias. This was thought by those who spoke all the He- 
brew dialects, remember. At the same time of Mark’s re- 
counting His death-cries, the interpretation came; the 
same spirit that wrote the New Testament spoke those 
powerful, haunting words. 

These things were not mere localized happenings, but 
they pointed to the world-girding baptism of the Holy 
Ghost that would soon follow. They were but the west- 
ward shadows cast by the rising sun of Pentecost. Faster 
and faster the events would race past until, soon, a 
mighty wind would be stirred up and a fire would be ig- 
nited in the hearts of men.

under her wings, and ye would not!” 

The interpretation of His own feelings, however, is not 
that He might elicit sympathy for Himself; rather, it is 
as Paul tells us in Philippians 2:5, “Let this mind be in 
you, which was also in Christ Jesus.” We must share in 
the compassion of Jesus. The unique interpretation that 
Jesus placed on His own suffering is that we must suffer 
with Him. Following Him was made dependent on deny- 
ing oneself and taking up the cross. Only cross bearers 
could qualify for discipleship. Why? Because it was in 
order that Jesus might inject into the personality of His 
disciples the same feeling of compassion for the world 
that He had. As He went to the limit of, His ability to 
help and save suffering humanity, even so His disciples 
must go the same limit. The shame, the disgrace, and the 
curse of the cross was the utmost extreme that Jesus was 
willing to go to bring people to know God. Exaltation be- 
longs to God. When men would exalt themselves in the 
work of the Master, they have only to remind themselves 
of the story of James and John. When their mother asked 
that they be given preferred positions in His kingdom, 
Jesus answered by asking how much they could suffer: 
“Are ye able to drink of the cup that I shall drink of, and 
to be baptized with the baptism that I am _ baptized 
with?” 


Even in the Old Testament Moses had 
caught this spirit. When the people of Israel had sinned 
terribly against God, Moses went before God to achieve 
their atonement. The limit he was willing to go to reach 
this blessing for others, not himself, is explained in Exo- 
dus 32:32, “Yet now, if thou wilt forgive their sin... . and 
if not, blot me, I pray thee, out of thy book which thou 
hast written.” It is that last phrase that gives the clue to 
the real nature of the man. He had done no evil, but it 
was the compassion for his people that moved him to 
speak thus. He was able to do this because he had pur- 
posed in his heart many years before that he would fol- 
low the people of God even if it meant extreme suffering. 
The writer of Hebrews uses his determination as an il- 
lustration for the Christian group, “Choosing rather to 
suffer affliction with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season; esteeming the re- 
proach of Christ greater riches than the treasures of 
Egypt.” 

Paul gives us the real clue to the true spirit Christ 
would have all of us to possess. In Philippians 3:10 he 
asks for the privilege to share the fellowship of His suf- 
fering. He goes even beyond that to state that what was 
lacking in the suffering of Jesus he was ready to make it 
up. “Who now rejoice in my sufferings for you, and fill 
up that which is behind of the afflictions of Christ in my 
flesh for his body’s sake, which is the church,” Colossians 
1:24. ; di 

Was there anything lacking in the sufferings of Christ? 
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Did He start something He could not finish? When we 
realize Paul’s idea of the suffering of Christ, we under- 
stand what he meant. The suffering of Christ was the 
price He paid to make it possible for men to become new 
creatures. Christ brought this privilege from heaven to 
earth. But, what good did that do the ship merchant at 
Corinth as he wallowed in the cess pools of sin of that 
wicked city? or what good did it do the silversmith who 
worshiped Diana in Ephesus? That was what was lack- 
ing. As Jesus brought it to the earth, Paul took it from 
Jerusalem to the rest of the world! It cost him suffering. 
It finally cost him his life. Paul was glad to say to the 
world that he bore the marks of Christ in his own body. 
Why was he proud? It wasn’t selfish pride nor egotism; 
rather, it was because he had the privilege of sharing 
with Christ in His redemptive suffering for the salvation 
of the world. 

Many people today carry the weight of the redemptive 
suffering of Jesus in their hearts. Many feel the compas- 
sion of Jesus for the lost. Some travel-weary evangelist 
might have brought the torch of God’s love and laid it 
at your feet; or, you might have lighted the candle of your 
soul at the altar of some beautiful church. Take it and 
run down the road of life lighting the souls of men who 
stand in the darkness of sin along the way. 

The heart of God was broken with Christ. No greater 
manifestation of love was ever demonstrated to the world. 
Christ shows us the way to the love of God through the 
suffering. The story of the prodigal son illustrates the 
fact that out of suffering comes redemption. The only 
hope of the world is in Christ. Jesus walks along the road 
of life beside us today. His hand touches ours. The story 
is told of Heine standing before the Statue of Venus de 
Milo. As he gazed on the matchless perfection of grace, 
dignity, and beauty, he cried out: “But oh! what was it 
worth? For she had no arms, the goddess, no hands to 
reach out and help poor beaten souls like me!” 

Not so with Jesus. Our relationship with Him will cause 
us to sing: 

Once from my poor sinsick soul, 
Christ did every burden roll; 

Now I walk redeemed and whole, 
HAND IN HAND WITH JESUS.

read that a young woman shall conceive and bear a son. 
Thus, by this one translation the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion denies the virgin birth of Jesus Christ and denies 
the authenticity and inspiration of the New Testament. 


Isaiah mentioned that a sign would be given to the peo- 
ple. A virgin was to conceive and bring forth a son whose 
name was to be Immanuel. It was something unusual 
and spectacular, yet the revision committee has only a 
young woman bearing a son. Where is the sign? None 
would exist, because young women brought forth sons 
every day. It would make Jesus the son of a Jewish maid- 
en with an unknown father. This single stroke of mis- 
translation and injection of liberalistic doctrine has 
properly stirred up the greatest controversy because it 
more than any other of the many evils contained in 
R.S.V. does most damage to that which is divine, and 
shows the craftiness of the evil one. 


It can be readily seen that this is a very subtle and 
cunning way of destroying with one blow the divinity of 
Christ and the inspiration of the Scriptures. Still the re- 
vision committee and the National Council of Churches, 
under whose auspices R.S.V. is being presented to the 
public, would have us accept this as an “authorized ver- 
sion.”

No true Bible-believing Christian could possibly accept 
R.S.V. as more than a help in studying the Bible—to be 
used with reservation and caution—admittedly helpful 
in some ways. No Bible-believing Christian could accept 
R.S.V. as the Holy Bible and still read their Bible with 
complete confidence that it is the Word of God.

The 
Gospel Publishing House (publishing 
agency for the Assemblies) will con- 
tinue to use the King James Version

ons.”

Church Too Small 


In a small church (about 20 feet by 
36 feet) near us, Sunday School is 
conducted twice each Sunday, as they 
cannot accommodate all the children 
in one service. The two Sunday 
Schools combined have an attendance 
of over 300. This does not include any 
adults. The morning worship service 
for adults follows the two Sunday 
School sessions. Because of the fact 
that there is no Sunday morning Bi- 
ble class for the adults, many of the 
churches have a weekly Bible study, 
taught either by the Japanese pastor 
or a foreign missionary, if one can be 
secured. 

We saw pictures, this past week, of 
a Sunday School which has recently 
been organized. The first meeting 
was attended by more than 100, and 
by the end of the first month the at- 
tendance was well over the 200 mark. 
As they entered the third month, 
the attendance had reached such 
proportions that it seemed imperative 
to secure larger quarters. The mis- 
sionary in charge was able to secure 
the use of a large auditorium in a 
public school in the vicinity in which 
to conduct services. At present the 
classes meet in both buildings, with 
more than 400 in attendance. It is 
nothing short of the working of the 
Spirit of God for a Christian Sunday 
School to grow to such proportions in 
less than four months in a land of 
heathenism and idolatry. Both of 
these Sunday Schools are Pentecostal. 

It is gratifying to know that these 
hundreds are oye Christian 
services, with many of them accept- 
ing Christ, and some entering Bible 
school to prepare themselves to ful- 
fill the great commission of our Lord.
